REPORT 


(To accompany S. 3188} 


The Committee on the District of Columbia, to whom was referred 
the bill (S. 3188) to provide for granting to officers and members of 
the Metropolitan Police force, the United States Park Police force, 
the White House Police force, and the Fire Department of the District 
of Columbia days off in lieu of regular days off suspended during 
emergencies, after full consideration, report favorably thereon with 
amendments and recommend that the bill, as amended, do pass. 

The amendments are as follows: 

Page 2, lines 4, 11, and 18, and page 3, line 4, insert before the period 
wherever the same appears the following: 
but shall not grant any other day off in lieu of any such day off suspended and 


discontinued which is a holiday for which additional compensation is authorized 
by the Act approved October 24, 1951 (65 Stat. 607). 


The letter addressed to the chairman of the Senate Committee on 
the District of Columbia, by the Board of Commissioners, in which 
they request and explain the purpose of this legislation, is hereby made 
a part of this report:

Dear Senator Neety: The Commissioners of the District of Columbia have 
the honor to submit herewith a draft of a bill to provide for granting to officers 
and members of the Metropolitan Police force, the United States Park Police 
force, the White House Police force, and the Fire Department of the District of 
Columbia days off in lieu of regular days off suspended during emergencies. 








2 DAYS OFF SUSPENDED IN EMERGENCIES 


Officers and members of the respective forces and department are, under the 
law, entitled to have 2 days off in each 7-day period, in addition to annual and 
sick leave allowed by law. Existing law provides that officials having adminis- 
trative control over the respective forces and department may suspend and dis- 
continue the granting of such 2 days off during any emergency of such a character 
as to necessitate the continuous service of all officers and members of the respec- 
tive forces or department. 

No provision is made in law for the granting of compensatory time in lieu of the 
days off which may be lost by reason of the discontinuance when an emergency 
is declared. The bill would provide this authority. 

During the strike of employees of the Capital Transit Co. which took place in 
June 1951, it was necessary to declare an emergency and to require all officers 
and members of the Metropolitan Police force to give up their days off. In order to 
make it possible to give compensatory time for the days off which were lost 
during that strike the bill is made retroactive to June 1, 1951. 

The Commissioners believe that this is meritorious legislation and recommend 
its early enactment. This legislation also has the approval of officials having 
eee jurisdiction over the United States Park and White House Police 
orces. 

The proposed draft of bill was submitted to the Bureau of the Budget and 
returned to the Commissioners with the advice that there is no objection on the 
part of that office to the presentation of the bill to Congress.

The bill has the approval of the Board of Commissioners, the 
Policemen’s and Firemen’s Associations of the District of Columbia, 
and was favorably reported by a unanimous vote of the Senate 
Committee on the District of Columbia.

AN ACT To provide a five-day week for officers and members of the Metropolitan Police force, the United 
States Park Police force, and the White House Police force 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That (a) every officer and member of the Metro- 
politan Police force, the United States Park Police force, and the White House 
Police force shall be granted two days off in each period of seven days, which 
shall be in addition to the annual leave and sick leave to which he is entitled by law. 

(b) Notwithstanding subsection (a), whenever the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia declare that an emergency exists of such a character as to require 
the continuous service of all officers and members of the Metropolitan Police force, 
it shall be the duty of the major and superintendent of police to suspend and 
discontinue the granting of such two days off in seven during the continuation of 
such emergency. Whenever the Major and Superintendent of Police has, pursuant to 
this subsection, suspended and discontinued the granting of such days off, he shall, 
when he deems it feasible, grant other days off in lieu of such days off suspended and 
discontinued but shall not grant any other day off in lieu of any such day off suspended 
and discontinued which is a holiday for which additional compensation is authorized 
by the Act approved October 24, 1951 (65 Stat. 607), 

(c) Notwithstanding subsection (a), whenever the Secretary of the Interior 
declares that an emergency exists of such a character as to require the continuous 
service of all officers and members of the United States Park Police force, it shall 
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be the duty of the superintendent of National Capital Parks to suspend and 
discontinue the granting of such two days off in seven during the continuation of 
such emergency. Whenever the Superintendent of National Capital Parks has, 
pore” to this subsection, suspended and discontinued the granting of such days off, 
e shall, when he deems it feasible, grant other days off in lieu of such days off sus- 
pended and discontinued but shall not grant any other day off in lieu of any such 
day off suspended and discontinued which is a holiday for which additional com- 
pensation is authorized by the Act approved October 24, 1951 (65 Stat. 607). 

(d) Notwithstanding subsection (a), whenever the Chief of the Secret Service 
Division finds that an emergency exists of such a character as to require the con- 
tinuous service of all officers and members of the White House Police force, he 
shall suspend and discontinue the granting of such two days off in seven during 
the continuation of such emergency. Whenever the Chief of the Secret Service has, 
pursuant to this subsection, suspended and discontinued the granting of such days 
off, he shall, when he deems it feasible, grant other days off in lieu of such days off 
suspended and discontinued but shall not grant any other day off in lieu of any such 
day off suspended and discontinued which is a holiday for which additional com- 
pensation is authorized by the Act approved October 24, 1951 (65 Stat. 607). 

Sec. 2. The first sentence of section 203 (a) of title 3, United States Code, is 
amended by striking out the words ‘“‘one hundred and ten” and by inserting the 
words ‘‘one hundred and thirty-three”’ in lieu thereof. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect when funds have been appropriated and 
made available for the additional personnel necessary to carry out the purposes 
of this Act.
